WW heve Cagada Should Emulate Bela 


In a recent article in this colunin the opinion was expressed that during 
1924 the people of Canada should vigorously attack the problem of debt reduc- 
tion; and that the effort should include all Governments and individuals. | 
Many people have learned by bitter experience just how great a millstone! 
around their necks is a burden of debt. The resulting worry has undermin- 
ed their health, handicapped their efforts, and made otherwise assured pro- 
gress impossible. And what is true of individuals is equally true of Gov- 
ernments and nations if people would only fully realize it. 

The imperatiye necessity of boldly facing and tackling the problem of 
debt reduction in Canada is emphasized, by a recent newspaper despatch from | 
Ottawa giving Canada’s net debt on December 81st last as $2,415,538,100, an 
increase during the year of $3,041,949. That is to say, five years after the 
close of the war, Canada’s national debt, instead of being reduced, is still 
increasing. . 

It is a favorite excuse for present heavy taxation that we are paying for 
the war, and that when so many thousands paid with their lives and in crip- 
pled bodies and impaired health, we should not object to paying with ; 


dollars, Canadians, almost without exception, are willing and ready, even 
anxious, to pay for the war. But how can it be said, with a still increasing 
debt five years after the war, we are paying for the war?) True, we-are pay- 
ing over one hundred millions a vear interest on the war debt and some iens 
of millions more annually in pensions and re-establishment of soldiers, end 
to that extent are paying for the war. But this is not enough;. because the 
national burden is not being reduced but is being carried on indefinitely into 
the future, 

In other words, despite our heavy taxation, we are not paying one cent} 
towards reduction of the war debt. On the contrary, further increases in 
the debt only proves that we are not even paying our way under peace con- 
ditions. The imposition of taxes has reached a point where they constitute 
a real obstacle to further development and industrial and business expansion 
which the Dominion so badly needs. Not additional taxation, therefore, but 
drastic reduction in expenditures is called for. , 

Contrast what Canada is doing with what has already been accomplished 
in Great Britain. 
revenue amounted to £1,352,000,000 while expenditures totalled £1,665,000,- 
000. Four years later,’1922-23, the revenue was £914,000,000 and expendi- 
tures £812,000,000. Thus in four years Britain’s revenue declined about 
one-third, due in part to lowering of taxation, but expenditures was cut down 
by one-half, a very striking accomplishment. But Britain is not satisfied and 
_ further economies are being introduced. 

The United States is likewise, steadily reducing its war debt and is now 
contemplating important reductions in taxation. 

It is high time Canada followed the example of these other English- 
speaking countries. It-has been argued in defence of the new six per cent. 
sales tax which went into effect in Canada on January 1, that it is to pay for 
the war. If this is true, then why not set-aside the proceeds of this tax in a 
special debt redemption fund and not absorb it into the genncray revenues 
of the Dominion? It would be paid much more cheerfully if tlie ‘people of 
Canada saw its beneficial effects year by year in a reduction of the principal 
amount of their war debt. 

In preparing the estimates annually, the Finance Minister always In- 
cludes an amount to cover interest charges on the national debt. The pay: 
ment of such interest is a first charge on the revenues of the Dominion. In 
like manner, it would now seem advisable .to include a fairly substantial 
amount in the estimates for pay “ment on account of the principal amount of 
the national debt, and to pay that ‘Ymount off without any failure. Such

The 
Oshawa plant is turning out from 50,- 
000 to 75,000 pieces per week of table- 
Ware and art pottery, using largely 
Canadian raw materials, 
Stoneware and other heavy domes- 
tic pottery, such as teapots, mixing 
bowls, cte., is made at St. John, N.B.; 
fberville, Que.; Tlamilton, Ontario; 
and Medicine Wat, Alberta, 
_ Pottery includes many varictics of 
vie and from different kinds of clay. 
The common flowerpot of the gardener 
is the stinpliest kind of pottery made 
in quantity; and the unglazed pottery 
“aft the Huropean and Asiatic peasant 
und Indian pottery are cxamples of 
simple ware made for cveryday use, 
very often from the commonest brick 
clays. Poreelain or china is at the other 
extreme in the ceramic scale, and this 
¢lass of pottery is made, from the fin- 
est white burning kaolin, with whieh 
other ingredients are mixed. 
There are several types ‘or pottery 
between these extremes, but in a gen- 
eval way they can be grouped into two 
classes—those which have a vitrified, 
or non-absorbent body, and those hay- 
ing « soft body which is more or less 
porous, The latter require to be cover: 
ed with a glaze, or enamel, in order 
to render them watertight, but vessels 
of the first type may be left unglazed 
and still hold water. Modern pot- 
tery, however, is nearly always finish- 
ed with a glaze, or enamel, whether 
the body is porous or-vitreous, 
The Mines Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Mines has carried out a num- 
her of investigations of the clays of 
Canada, and has reported upon the 
suitability of these for the manufac- 
ture of pottery and earthenware. Some 
of these goods and the varieties of 
clays. entering into their composition 
ure as follows: 
Porcelain Ware.—This class of ware 
is maade from the finest white kaolin, 
ufter it has been thoroughly washed 
to clear it of quartz, mica and other 
impurities. The kaolin is mixed with 
ball clay, flint and feldspar. The kao- 
lin gives the body its pure white col- 
or, the ball clay serves as a bond and 
makes the wet body more. plastic. The 
feldspar has a_ fluxing action that 
makes the burned ware hard and im- 
pervious, and the flint makes the ware 
somewhat porous so that a glaze may 
be applied. The mixture of 
materials is fired at a high tempera- 
ture, glazed and refired at a lower 
iemperature. Some porcelains, such 
as electrical porcelain, are glazed be- 
fore firing, thus accomplishing the 
work of two firings in one, 
Stoneware Pottery.—<Articles for 
domestic use, -iike crocks, jugs, mixing 
howls, teapots, ete, are generally 
made from stoneware which buras to 
a dense body of extreme hardness, 
varying in color from nearly white, to 
dark grey. A great deal of the so- 
called art pottery is made from stone- 
ware clays, . 

White Earthenware.--The heavier 
kind of tableware, known by various

Stoneware clays are sparingly dis- 
tributed in Canada and are accessible 
in Nova Scotia and Saskatchewan. 
Chis type of clay is generally very 
smooth and plastic in the natural 
state. and the color ranges from dark 
gray co almost white. 

Ball clays are highly plastic, fine- 
grained clays, whieh burn lo a white 
color, but tn -the raw etate they are 
dark colored, sometimes approaching 
black. It is one of the ingredients 
used in compounding bodles for mak- 
inig white earthenware, white wall 
tile, electric porcelain, etc.. There is 
a great variety in composition in the 
different ball clays, but none have 
been found in Canada, except among 
tlle great variety of white clays in 
Southern Saskatchewan.

Quebce assumes the lead in the in- 
dustry in the number of factories with 
1,788 as against Ontarlo’s 1.058. It 
also leads the Dominion in butter pro- 
duction with 52,529,344 against On- 
tario’s 39,679,901. These two prov- 
inces pre-eminently constitute the 
dairying area of Canada, accounting 
for more than 70 per cent. of the but- 
ter output and more than 95 per cent. 
of the cheese output. 

The value of the imports of butter, 
cheese and condensed milk in 1922 
amounted to only $2,286,871. On the 
other hand, exports are substantial 
and growing each year. In 1922, the 
quantity of Canadian butter exported 
was 21,504,608 pounds, valued at $8,- 
015,595, the Jargest quantity to leave 
the country since 1906. 9 ‘The quan- 
tity of cheese exported was 120,177, 


200 pounds, valued at $21,636,739. Milk 


condesnsed, canned and preserved 
shipped from Canada had a value of 
$3,184,590. 


Increases are continually being re- 
corded in the exports of butter, and 
markets have been secured abroad 
without undue trouble on account of 
the high quality of the Dominion pro- 
duct. This now gocs in quantities to 
the United Kingdom, Belgium, LBer- 
muda, Brilish Guiana, British Hen- 
duras, Barbadoes, Jamaica, Trinidad, 
and Tobago; China, Cuba, France, 
Hong Kong, Newfoundland, St. Pierre 
and Miquelon, and in smaller amounts 
to several other countries. Approx!I- 
mately 17,500,000 pounds went to the 
United Kingdom last year and 2,500 
pounds came to the United States.

“The State herd award for Tlotl- 
sieins went to the collection of ani- 
mals of that breed representing On- 
tariv.™ ‘Nhe similar award for Jerseys 
also went to the province of Ontario, 
The best Ayrshire herd at the show 
was adudged to be that from the 
province of Quebee. ‘Thus the pre 
mict honors in the three great dairy 
brends were brought home to Caneda.

Every electric light in the world, 
from the small pocket torch to huge 
advertising signs, owes its existence vo 
alittle ring about six inches in dia- 
meter. 

This ring, which is in the Royal In- 
stitution Museum in London, is that 
from which Faraday, the great inven- 
tor, obtained the first induction spark, 
thus making a discovery which is the 
basis of our Modern electric lighting 
system. : 

In the sam@ museum is another in- 
strument from which great results. 
have sprung. This is Faraday's hand- 
pump used in his experiments in turn- 
ing gas into liquid. Today we ae: 
complish the same feat with the aid of 
two large engines working compres- 
sors. 

Equally interesting is the model 
from which Sir Humphry Davy con- 
structed the famous lamp bearing his 
name. Everyone has heard of the 
Davy safety lamp, used in coal mines 
because it will not cause explosions of 
fire-damp, and so on. 

This lamp was so important in the 
mining industry that colliery owners 
in England gave its inventor a silver 
dinner service as a recognition of his 
great work. 

The Royal Institution was founded 
by Count Rumford, himself an inven- 
tor. A hundred and twenty years 
ago he made the first fire grate. This 
grate is in the museum.

Weymouth, Eng—The British sub- 
marine,L-24 was sent to the bottom 
of the sea by the dreadnought Resolu- 
tion, with which she was in collision. 
The disaster, which occurred off Port- 
land, was similar to the one which 
happened two years ago when the K-5 
was sunk. 

So far us is known, all on board the 
L-24, numbering 43, perislied. 

Details are somewhat meagre, but

More Anglo-Saxons in the United 
States than in British Isles ~ 

Where are ,most people of purely 
British origin to be found?

And he 
was right. ; t 
According to the census figures of 
the U.S.A. for 1920, the United 
States contain more people of British, 
exclusive of Irish, origin than Great 
Britain does.

Thus, 
for every two representatives of the 
British race found in Great Britain 
there are three in the United States. 


Price of Bread 


Ultimate Consumer Paying at the Rate 
of $75.00 for a Barrel of 
Flour 

The high price of bread and our 
war-time habit of economising in 
bread have, thinks the Department 
of Agriculture, needlessly limited, the 
present consumption of wheat. In 
1914 flour sold for $4.43 a barrel, as 
compared with $6.89 now, but the 
bread produced from a barrel of flour 
has increased in price from $10.40 to 
$18.30. Incidentally, the farmer gets 
less than three dollars for the wheat 
that goes into a barrel of flour, but 
the consumer of a restaurant who gets 
two slices of bread for a nickle buys 
flour at the rate of $75 a barrel— 
Youth's Companion.

‘torical Background.) The world had 
no need of him. He was not only 
ignored; he was forgotten. The 
gifts which he must have recognized 
in hirfiself had seemingly no purpose. 
Both he and they were apparently to 
be thrown away, Keeping sheep was 
all he was fit for, and during the years 
of what we should call his prime he 
kept them patiently. Moses in Midian 
is an example of the value of mono- 
tony. Waiting years can be years of 
gathering force. They can be years 
of gathering force because the~ inner 
Self is being filled like a well or a 
reservoir, with creative strength. Only 
in sollitude, or at least in quietude, 
can this ever be accomplished. A life 
that too early drains its resources, as 
Moses had been impelled to drain his, 
is emptied before its real work has be- 
gun. A restless life, frittered away 
on trivial things, can never be any- 
thing but a vapid life. The years‘in 
which men and women seem never! 
to get beyond drudgery, but go on With 
drudgery faithfully, are often those in 
which the spirit is gathering impetus 
for further pushing on” (Basil King). 

In the course of his duties Moses 
led his flock to “the back of the wil- 
derness,” that is, to the wider part of 
the Peninsula of Sinai. In designat- 
ing the points of the compass the 
Hebrews faced the east; the east was 
spoken of as in front, or before, and 
the west as the back, or behind. He 
found himself at Horeb, called here 
“the mountain of God,” the sacred 
mountain, either because here God es- 
pecially manifested Himself to Moses, 
or in anticipation of the events rec- 
orded later in Exodus. ‘Modern men 
and women who reckon it unspiritual 
to call any place sacred because God 
is everywhere, may condemn them- 
Selves io finding him nowhere” 
(Peake). : 

II. Moses’s Initiation Into the Fel- 
lowship and Purposes of the Holy 
and Compassionate God. Character- 
istic of the region where Moses found 
himself are the thorny acaciaes, and 
from one of them which was aflame 
and yet was not consumed, God met 
and challenged Moses. “I will turn 
aside now, and see this great sight, 
why the bush is not burnt,” is Moses’s 
thought. ‘It is good to come to the 
place of God’s presence, howsoever,” 
observes Bishop Hall; “God may per- 
haps speak to thy heart, though thou 
come but for novelty.”

God; 
But only he who sees, takes off his 
shoes— . : 
The rest sit around it and pluck black- 
berries” (Mrs. Browning). 

“Our awakened mind is the first 
condition of transformed life. We 
cannot reach God by mere thinking, 
but the mind is God’s chosen avenue to 
the life. 1f the mind is hopelessly 
asleep, God is barred out. The first 
thing to get a man éo do is to pay at- 
tention to the signs of God’s presence 
within him or without him. The, 
great reason why men do not find God | 
js that they do not trouble to pay at- 
tention to his doings” (Gillie).
